had neither Am ted nor controverted his Opinion: That although 
1 believed I could eaſily diſprove this Opinion from the Spirit of the 
French Conſtitution itſelf ; yet the Diſcuſſion of that Conftitution 
* perfectly foreign to the Object of my Miſſion; ſince, even 
allowing his Two Poſitions, viz. that the Retroceffion of the 
Auſtrian Netherlands was incompatible with their Laws, and that 
we ought to have known that beforehand ; yet that there exiſted 


a Droit public in Europe, paramount to any Droit public they might 


think proper to eſtabliſn within their own Dominions ; and that

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for Two Centuries paſt, and the Rhine, being the natural Boundary 
of France, would enſure the Tranquillity of Europe for Two 
Centuries to come. I did not feel it neceſſary to combat this pre- 
poſterous Doctrine; I contented myſelf with reminding him of 
what he had ſaid to me in one of our laſt Conferences, when he 
made a Compariſon of the Weakneſs of France under its Monarchs, 
and its Strength and Vigour under its Republican Form of Go- 
vernment.
